BRUNSWICK STEW. 


A, OMtMtcmlc Trlwvk With. a !•* 
tloaal Rcfatatlm. 

This celebrated stew originated In 
Brunswick county, Va., from which It 
take* its name—a county moat famoua 
in antebellum day* for its perfect 
cuisine and gastranomlcal predilec¬ 
tions. The originator was either Mr. 
Haskins or Mr. Stito, each claiming 
during a long life the distinction of 
having made the first stew and dying 
without a proper adjustment of the con¬ 
troversy. While made everywhere in 
the habitable globe, it is seldom made 
properly. It was Introduced In Paris 
by Judge John T. Mason of Virginia. 
Only in Brunswick county is this stew 
so appetizing, so piquant in the season¬ 
ing to be found In all Its perfection. 
To this remark of the writer made to 
a gentleman in the far south he re¬ 
plies, “The egotism of a Virginian 
suggests perfection in all things there, 
and the slow pace of the state ample 
time to arrive at it.” Tbe recipe is as 
follows: One of three kinds of meat is 
used—lamb, chicken or squirrel. If 
chicken. It is first parboiled, cut up as 
If to fry, the outer skin removed, then 
put on In hot water—a-plenty, to cover 
It—a large onion cut fine, a large slice 
of middling meat cut fine; black and 
red pepper in abundance and salt. 
After cooking until the bones can be 
extracted, and hot water added If not 
enough, corn cut off the cob and to¬ 
matoes chopped fine are added, with 
half a pound of butter, more pepper 
and salt Before serving add stale 
light breadcrumbs. Never add Irish 
potatoes or butter beans or any vege¬ 
table save corn and tomatoes. Serve 
In a tureen. It shpuld be the consist¬ 
ency of thick soup and very highly sea¬ 
soned. It Is considered one of the 
finest of stews and has a national 
r epatarttan. —Richmond Times.

One of the commonest of supersti- 
,tlona among fishermen is the alleged 
jfU luck caused by woman. In the Isle 
fit Skye If a woman crosses the water 
In course of the fishing the luck is 
doomed. At Flam borough, England. If 
a woman happens to enter a cottage 
when the men are preparing their lines 
she Is not allowed to depart ontll she 
has knelt down and repeated the Lord's 
Prayer. In Lapland the fishermen 
avoid spreading their captured fish on 
that part of the shore frequented by 
women, as the next expedition would 
be a failure. 

On many parts of tbe coast of Eng¬ 
land It Is considered mott unlucky for 
a woman to walk over the nets or any 
of the fishing tackle, although women 
take an active part in collecting bait 
Some of the English herring fishermen 
Lave an Idea that by beating their 
wives they can draw the fish In. In 
the HawaiLan Islands after the fisher¬ 
men have prepared the lau melometo 
(a billet of wood used as a decoy) with 
the proj<er Incantations care Lb taken 
that a woman does not step over it or 
enter the canoe In which it Is placed, 
as in that event the decoy would lose 
Its power, and the kahuna (sorcerer) 
would Ijgvc to go through the opera¬ 
tion again. 

Tbe influence erf tbe minister Is hard¬ 
ly less adverse than that of women, 
aatf tbe practice# noted as connected 
(With tbe 111 omen of feminine interfer¬ 
ence apply aleo to the clergy. - Tbe 
herring are aald to h£ve ail left eoe 
pert *f tbe Irlab coaet because they 
heard tbe new parson say be wae going 
to tithe tbe fishery, and In Lap land and 
on tbe coasts thereof fish are never 
looked for where a church Is In sight. 
On tbe coast of Lancashire, England, 
the fishermen have a custom of setting 
sail on Sunday. A clergyman of the 
town once prayed against this breach 
of the Lord's day, as he called It; bqt, 
to neutralize his prayers, the fishermen 
made a small Image of rags and pious¬ 
ly burned the parson In effigy. 

The avoidance of the neighborhood 
of churches referred to Is accounted 
for by the fishermen's belief In thp 
great quickness of hearing of fishes. ,,

tiveness to sound. 

The Homans believed that the ser¬ 
rated spine on the tail of the sting 
raj was so venomous as to be capable 
of causing injury to eveu vegetable 
and mineral substances, trees losing 
their verdure and even rocks being af¬ 
fected.

Tbe Irish will not eat the skate, 
sometimes called the maid, because It 
1s supposed to bear a questionable re¬ 
semblance to some of the grotesque 
mediaeval delineations of the Virgin 
Mary. Tbe Dutch fishermen believe 
that they can discern the Image of the 
Virgin In each scale of the drum, and 
tbe Swedish fishermen believe that the 
pits turns Its bead toward the shore 
«n St. Gregory's day, March 12. 

Ttw origin of certain species of fishes 
are to be accounted tot In various 
waya. When the Brittany fishermen 
happened to catch the iotte they threw 
them back Into the water, as they were 
supposed to turn into eels. In j>arts 
of England eels are supposed to be 
bred from dew in the months of May 
and June or In other sections from the 
hairs of horses or klne which drop into 
cart ruts or Into drinking troughs and 
.springs and there quicken after rain. 
This latter superetitiou Is widely prev¬ 
alent In this country. The aacieuM’ 
supposed that eels were engendered of 
mud or that when tired of living they 
tubbed themselves against the rocks,' 
and from the detritus issued a new 
breed. While still others believed they 
came from the carcasses of animals. 
Boies, according to the French fisher¬ 
men, are bred from prawns. The Eng¬ 
lish fishermen think that the pike Is 
begotten by the west wind, while the 
gudgeon Is believed to be generated 
from the brains of horses. 

Burn the teeth of fish you catch, or 
your luck will be bad next day. Pins 
found lu church make good fish hooks. 
In Scotland a quarrel on the beach. If 
blood Is drawn, will drive the herring 
from the coast for the rest of the sea¬ 
son. In Sweden stolen tackle is lucky. 
In north Germany herrings eaten on 
New Year’s day bring luck all the year 
through. To witness the plunge of a 
pika before noon was considered an 
unlucky omen in Bohemia. In New 
England If you catch a fish you don’t 
care to keep don’t throw it back Into 
the water until you have finished. If 
you throw It in before It will tell all 
toe other flah what you are doing, and 
no more will bite. - ^ - 
The Hawaiian fishermen sometimes 
prepare a bait from tbe flesh of tbe oc¬ 
topus and toe Juice from the blossom 
of the lhma plant- An exact number 
-of flowers la always used, as Cue fish¬ 
ermen believe that If an odd number 
veere employed the bait would have no 
power. 4 _ . 

Many of toe ESnyiiah fishermen, will. 
not put to sea If any one mentions a 
pig while they are baiting their lines. 
Should they meet a bare on the way to 
their boats they will give up fishing for

If they de¬ 
cide that they want a bird or an an¬ 
imal of a certain shape or color they 
set about manufacturing tbe article, so 
to spook, by toe exejjeise of exceeding¬ 
ly clever inf euuity and qntirlng pa¬ 
tience. Here, for example, is how the 
white sparrows are produced: They se¬ 
lect a pair of grayish birds and keep 
them In a white cage In a white room, 
where they are attended by a person 
dressed In white. The mental effect on 
a series of generations of birds results 
in completely white birds. They breed 
the domestl: cock with enormously 
long tails after the same principle. 
They first select a bird with a good 
tall, giving aim a very high perch to 
stand on: then with weights they drag 
the tall downward, carrying ou the 
same system with the finest specimens 
of Ids descendants til) a tail almost as 
long as a peacock's Is produced at last
